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T H E CITY OF THE FUTURE— 
1 ^ It is hard to picture the city of 
the future; even of the' fairly near 
future. 
So far, cities have been 
as big as it was possible to mak e 
them habitable. Ancient Rome was 
big because 
it had 
a “modern” 
water supply, sewers and plumbing 
Such cities as grew up later were 
constantly swept by plagues. 
If city folk had been water drink ­ 
ers, they would have ex terminated 
themselves. Since- ancient Rome 
(where the water was very good) 
city water has been a dangerbus 
poison. So the Chinese have k ept 
themselves alive by drink ing tea, 
and our city-bred ancestors sur­ 
vived by drink ing beer and wine. 
Prohibition would have been ur­ 
ban suicide. 
It is only within a 
generation that city life became 
actually safer and healthier than 
country life. 
The tradition to the 
contrary is still common. 
^ Now the problem, If cities are 
to remain as they are, Is no longer 
Sanitation, 
b u t 
transportation. 
People can live in cities, but it is 
becoming almost impossible to do 
business in them. 
The medieval 
town grew up around the central 
mark et square, where all the busi 
ness was done. 
So we have built 
our great cities on the same model 
magnified. 
A large share of the 
population has to be poured daily 
through a few streets into a single 
center and back *again. Along those 
streets we have piled buildings so 
high that the streets literally could 
not hold their occupants if all their 
vomitoria were to disgorge at once. 
So we already have a jam which it 
is physically impossible 
to mak e 
worse. 
By present methods, our 
cities are at their limit. 
The remedy, 
of 
course, Is to 
mak e a new sort of cities, or to 
abolish them entirely. That is now 
physically possible. But the more 
natural Impulse is to try to mak e 
the ex isting system work able. 
It 
can be 
done. 
Build 
three-story 
streets, with the sidewalk s, not t|e 
trains, elevated. Line the business 
streets with moving sidewalk s, one 
story up, with escalators to reach 
them. Leave the whole street level, 
wall to wall, for moving motor ve­ 
hicles. 
Park them on the ground

UDGET—Two Joyful things about 
the budget: First, it cuts down 
governmental appropriations and 
therefore tax es. 
Second, it mak es 
“liberal appropriations” 
for Cali­ 
fornia. The appropriations are not 
eo liberal and the cuts not so dras­ 
tic as we would lik e. 
The Ideal 
budget Is the one that mak es the 
highest possible appropriations for 
us and the lowest possible ones for 
everybody else. This does not reach 
that standard, but it will do. 
That inconsistency of standards, 
in which we are, of course, not 
unique, is precisely the reason for 
the budget system. 
We elect a 
congress to lower tax es. 
But we 
elect each separate congressman to 
raise them. 
The more appropria­ 
tions a congressman can get for his 
district, the surer he is of re-elec­ 
tion. Unfortunately, congress con­ 
sists of the sum of all the congress­ 
men. When we elect congressmen 
to be ex travagant, 
they 
do not 
mak e up a congress that can be 
economical. 
So we have to shift 
the job. 
That is what the budget does. 
The President and 
his advisers, 
representing the 
entire 
country, 
can formulate the economies whi?h 
the whole people w ant 
Congress 
can represent only the ex trava­ 
gances which separate districts 
want. 
Fro m the standpoint of econ­ 
omy, President Harding’s 
budget 
is admirable. 
Eliminating the fix 
ed charge of war, which nobody can 
reduce, the ordinary governmental 
ex penses are practically down to a 
pre-war basis. All the ex tra tax es 
we pay go for the war. But the 
country has grown bigger, and each 
item of government necessarily 
costs more. 
So the budget means 
that we are getting 
less govern- 
menUti service 
than 
before the 
war. 
Improved 
department or­ 
ganization will tak e up some of the 
difference, but not all. 
Actually, 
we have cut the government to 
less than a pre-war 
standard of 
service. 
The economy President 
Harding suggests has gone about 
as far as possible.

is whether it ha! not gone too far 
fo r th« public good.

farmer. 
Their ancestors came to 
America at the time of the landing 
of William Penn.

Wanamak er

school until he was 14 years old 
and then obtained employment in 
a Philadelphia book store as an er­ 
rand boy at $1.25 a week .

Anxious to engage in business, 
Wanamak er obtained a position in 
a retail clothing store a t $1.8<r a 
week , from which he saved $100.

Wanamak er brought 
his business through the turbulent 
times and at the close of the war 
he was a wealthy man. 
Outside of business, Wanamak er 
engaged in religious and social 
work . He organized

Sunday school with 27 
members and It now numbers more 
than 3,000. He was one of the ori­ 
ginators of the 
“Christian 
Com­ 
mission” during the Civil war and 
was chairman of the general relief 
committee during the Irish famine. 
He served efficiently on the .finance 
committee of the Centennial Ex ­ 
position of 1876.

Wanamak er was the founder of

first 
Pennsylvania 
savings 
bank , helped to start numerous hos­ 
pitals, founded Wanamak er’s Insti­ 
tute of Industries and the Bethany 
dispensary and had erected Y. M. 
C. A. and college buildings, in In­ 
dia. China, Japan and Korea. 
In 
1912 he was decorated with the Le­

It is understood that 
purchase of a site for a new school- 
house in the northwest part of the 
city at some future date, is among 
the possible applications of this 
fund. 
It is reported that

If these lines were as rhythmic 
as they are optimistic, they wou ld 
form a doggone good limerick . 
Santa Ana this year Is endearing 
Itself in the heart of the post office 
man. 
Santa Ana actu ally is ship­ 
ping Christmas mail early. 
A big rack , which is k ept in stor­ 
age eleven months of 
the 
year, 
came into u se for handling 
the 
Christmas parcel post pack ages 
two days early this year, L. F. 
Harvey, su perintendent of mails, 
declared today with a pleased smile. 
“No dou bt abou t it,” said Harvey, 
“the heart of Santa Ana Is with 
the mailman this year. 
We sent 
ou t 125 sack s of mail matter on 
the first day that we brou ght the 
big rack into u se this year. Sixty 
of these sack s contained Christ­ 
mas pack ages—and three of them 
were for Iowa. 
Three States Popular. 
"Yes, several states draw more 
heavily than others. Last year we 
sent between 50 or 60 sack s of 
Christmas pack ages to each of three 
states, Iowa, Kansas and Illinois. 
“The pack ages are well wrapped, 
tied 
secu rely and properly ad­ 
dressed this year. 
“One of the noticeable featu res 
of the pack ages this year is the 
nu mber of sack s of walnu ts being 
shipped to Eastern friends.” 
Su perintendent Harvey did 
not 
stop work while he was delivering 
his tribu te to the early Christmas 
shopper and shipper of San^a Ana. 
He was 
indu striou sly cancelling 
stamps on the pack ages as his as­ 
sistant slipped the pack ages Into 
sack s or into the tru ck to be dis­ 
tribu ted again in 
the 
big rack , 
k nown as the “State rack .” 
The 
Iowa section already was almost 
fu ll again. 
Pack ages no longer are stamped 
in the u su al meaning of the word. 
The stamp now is a roller, which 
is drawn across the pink -faced 
Washington, and leaves Impressed 
the black -ink cancellation. 
Machinery Does It. 
the majority of letters are ma­ 
chine cancelled. They are “faced,” 
that is, stack ed so that all 
the 
stamps will be cau ght by the ma­ 
chine. 
Then they are placed on a tray, 
and a ru bber-faced 
roller 
flick s 
them past the, cancelling device, 
and drops them into another tray. 
That is why Postmaster C. D. 
Overshiner 
requ ests that letters 
mailed in qu antity be “faced” and 
tied with a thread. 
That simple service saves the 
post office clerk many valu able min­ 
u tes. 
The postmaster has issu ed a list 
of “do’s” and 
“don’t’s” 
for 
the 
benefit of those who desire to help 
jthe post office k eep u p with the 
ru sh of Christmas mail. 
Here they a« e: 
Post Office Don’t*. 
“Don’t wait u ntil the last minu te 
to mail you r Christmas parcel and 
expect It to arrive on time, for it 
won’t. Send It two or three week s 
before Christmas, and mark , ‘Don’t 
open u ntil Christmas.’ 
“Don’t place the retu rn address 
on back of the pack age, for It Is 
liable to be mistak en for the send­ 
ing 
address 
by hu rried 
postal 
clerk s. 
Often 
pack ages 
mailed 
here come back to this office. Both 
addressees shou ld be on the same 
side of the pack age. 
"Don’t fail to place you r retu rn 
address on the pack age. If not de­ 
livered, the parcel will be retu rned 
to you , provided proper postage is 
su pplied. Otherwise It goes to the 
Dead Letter office. 
“Don’t place stamps on the back 
side of a letter. This necessitates 
stamping by hand and delays mat­ 
ters in general. 
“Don’t place letters in parcels, as 
it su bjects the parcel to first-class 
mail rates; there is also a seriou s 
penalty attached for attempting to 
defrau d. 
“Don’t blame the post office em­ 
ployes for delays. 
The latter are 
u su ally du e to neglect of ordinary 
care In mailing. 
“Don’t forget these don’ts. 
Ro st Office Do ’e. 
“Mafl you r Christmas parcel* 
I early. 
“Pack and wrap all parcels cir*. 
fu lly, mark ing ‘fragile* those 
may be easily brok en. 
“Address all pack ages jmP 
legibly, giving correct i 
dFess. Also give retu rn 
same side of parcel or letter as

Remember those war savings stamp s and certifi­ 
cates that you bought in 19 18 ? 
Better hunt them 
up . 
They’re "due” Jan. 1, p rincip al and interest. 
And Uncle Sam is ready to p ay them off, or trade 
them for new certificates at 4 p er cent interest 
comp ounded twice a year, whichever you want. 
Treasury officials estimate that no less than 15,- 
000,000 Americans own these war obligations. 
Are 
you one of them? If so, when you "cash in” vou’ll 
realize that the safest investment in the world is 
Uncle Sam. 
Hundreds of thousands of sp endthrifts 
and stock market suckers are wishing they had invest­ 
ed in war savings stamp s and certificates. 
A million doesn’t look as big as it used to. Most 
of us talk of a million as if it were a dozen eggs. 
Nevertheless, you’ll admit that $625,000,000 is con­ 
siderable of a figure. 
That’s the total value of the war savings stamp s 
and certificates maturing January 1, 19 23. If every­ 
one insists on cash p ayment, Uncle Sam will have to 
turn a few financial handsp rings. His loose cash in 
the national treasury will be rather low at the end 
of the year. 
So he hop es that most of the holders—half, at 
least—will trade for the new five-year treasury cer 
tificates. 
If you want to cash your war savings stamp s and 
certificates in full, you can dep osit them y ith the 
p ostoffice any day now for collection, or turn them 
in to your bank on or after January 1. 
If you have, say, $25 of maturing war savings cer­ 
tificates, you can exchange them for a new $25 
treasury certificate maturing January 1, 19 28 , and 
get $4.50 cash to boot. And so on, in large q uan­ 
tities. 
The new certificates will be issued in denomina^ 
tions of $25, $100 and $1000 each. 
No one indfc* 
vidual can get more than $5000 worth of these cer* 
tificates. They’re t^x-exemp t, by the way. 
In this deal, which involves $625,000,000, Unde 
Sam is doing business with the p eop le. 
You, die 
owner of certificates, are one of his bankers. 
He says to tell you that he’d p refer extending the 
loan. But he can hand over the cash if you feel you 
need it more than he does. U. S., you know, means 


The Press is not going to burden the new state 
administration with many suggestions; but it is 
certain that we are to have a new highway com 
mission and this p ap er hop es that one reform that 
the new regime will effect is a better sy stem on 
detour*. * 
“ Best temp orary route” is a sign that motorists 
are p ractically certain to encounter somewhere on 
any trip of much length and some of these detours 
are certainly fierce. 
The highway route between 
Cap istrano and San Diego right now furnishes a 
coup le of good illustrations on this p oint. 
The resp onsibility of p roviding a p assable de­ 
tour rests with the contractor or with the state, in 
case the construction or rep air work is being done 
on force account, but in either case the rep resenta­ 
tives of the highway commission should insist on 
detours that are p assable. If such cahnot be main­ 
tained, then it is better to close the road. 
We have no right, of course, to exp ect that the 
detours will be made into boulevards, but they 
should be usable. 
Mud can be overcome with a 
few loads of gravel and chuck holes can be filled 
up so that sp rings will not be busted when a car 
hits them. 
The dangers and discomforts of auto travel 
co uld 
be largely minimized in California by stricter in­ 
sistence on decent detours. 
A good deal of work 
in widening and thickening the highway s in the 
state sy stem will undoubtedly be done within the 
next y oar or two and the detour p roblem, therefore, 
will be “alway s with us.” 
Nobody will object to 
a reasonable allowance to the contractor for 
the ex­ 
p ense of maintaining a usable detour. 
The mo to r­ 
ists p refer that to being dump ed into 
mud ho les, 
crowded off into wallows of dust, or forced 
to use 
temp orary bridges so rickety that one passes o v er 
them at serious risk and p eril. 
The detour must be accep ted as a mark of im­ 
p rovement and p rogress; but we do have the right 
to insist on a sy stem that will p rovide detours that 
the average driver can negotiate with reasonable 
degree of safety .

This Is the October Atlantic and the sp ecial article 
which grip s one’s attention is by Edward W. Bok, well known writ­ 
er, and it has the title of ‘‘Well, I Didn’t Know That,” which means 
nothing until one reads the article. 
But Mr. Bok brings ta our attention 
a number of facts about e, 
country which gets hardly a p assing glance as one turns over the 
p ages of a map of Euro pe—Holland; but it is not Holland, but 
The Netherlands, as Mr. Bo k interestingly tells us, but we “didn’t 
know that.” 
The first thing the reader gets is that the country is named 
Netherlands—not Holland. Holland is a state in the Netherlands, 
or rather, It is two states, North Holland and South Holland, just 
as we have North Carolina and South Carolina in the United States. 
Mr. Bok say s there is no more reason to call the Netherlands Hol­ 
land than to call the United Statos Carolina or Virginia or Dakota. 
Mighty few of us knew that. 
Of co urse, In such an 
article as this one in a hurry -up news­ 
p ap er, not even an 
adequate rev iew of Mr. Bok’s story can be 
given. It took ten p ages 
o f mag aslne ty p e to tell it, but there are 
a few high lights which p erhap s we can get, p ossibly inciting to 
a p erusal of the whole, or at least offering 
a few bits of information 
of an entertaining character. 
The student o f government 
wllL may be, be surp rised to learn 
that the Constitution 
o f the United States is modeled after that 
of Netherlands, the sug g estio n being g iv en that 
the Pilgrims there 
learned such a fo rm o f g o v ernment befo re 
sailing for the new and 
p romised land. 
The to wnship sy stem of local self-government 
ts o f Netherlands o rig in. The common p ractice of giving a p rison­ 
er the free services of a lawy er for his defense, if necessary , and 
the office of a district attorney for each county existed in Nether­ 
lands three centuries befo re they came to America.

ap p roximating half that of America, a eeaco ag t of 3500 miles and 
an immense 
maritime business. /

Mr. Bok calls our attentio n to o ther thing s—that the sy mpho ny 
orchestra o f Amsterdam is much larg er Mid better than any In 
this country ; that there are many men o f finest Culture and learn­ 
ing in this “little” country ; that 
inv entio ns afed p oetry and finance 
and agriculture and all the arts 
and industries hav e been pro mi­ 
nent there. 
And much mo re that we didn’t kno w.
